Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Forcier inquired about the examiner's readina of claims 1 and 2 
with respect to "spanning substantially an entire forefoot (rearfoot) area of the sole". Mr. Forcier proposed making 
changes to the preamble of the claims to define the forefoot/rearfoot area of the sole of the article of footwear referred 
to in the claims. Anthony said that this would constitute new issues since the limitation of the size or area of the sole 
previously was to an area of the forefoot or rearfoot and not to any defined area, thereby allowing the area in question 
to be only a part of a forefoot or rearfoot area of the sole and not the whole forefoot or rearfoot area of the sole. No 
specific language was agreed to.
